BERLIN, Tuesday, May 23, (via Lon- 
don, May 26.)—Another visit by Colonel 
E. M. House to Europe would come as 
no surprise to initiated quarters here. 
The American rumors to this effect 
are regarded as having a certain basis 
in fact, although the opinion prevails 
that the trip would naturally be post- 
poned until after the national conven- 
tions. 

It is hoped here “that should Colonel 
House pay such a visit he will come 
this time as a harbinger of peace, or 
at any rate to prepare, if possible, the 
foundations for a peace proposal, dif- 
ficult as this task is recognized: to be. 

During his last previoug visit to 
Europe ‘Colonel House made. no effort 
and conducted no investigations in the 
direction of peace, (in Berlin at any 
event,) having, -perhaps, found abso- 
lutely adveérsé conditions in the capi- 

tals of nations hostile to Germany. 
Presumably, also, he had previous in- 
formation that American mediation was 
under’ no. circumstances. desired and 
would not be accepted as.long as the 
United States continued to supply Ger- 
many’s foes with cannon, shot, shell, 
cartridges, powder, and a thousand’ and 
one other requisities for waging war 
against the Central Powers. while no in- 
timation had been given at the time of 
this visit that irascibility in high quart- 
érs here on the. munitions question was 
in any way abated.

VIENNA STUDIES 
WILSON'S VIEWS 


Impressed by North Carolina 
Utterance, but Sees No Signs 
of Allies Moving for Peace. 


YET HOPES FOR RESULTS 


One Newspaper Thinks the En- 
tente May Be Made to See 
That Its Struggle Is Vain. 


VIENNA, May 25, (via Berlin, May 
26:)\—The newspapers here devote col- 
umns to the speech of President Wilson, 
delivered at Charlotte, N. C. 

Die Zeit begins its comment by say- 
ing that “statesmen once again are 
speaking about peace, but unfortunately 
only those in America.’”’ It carries this 
idea throughout its editorial. 

President Wilson’s speech, this paper 
asserts, was solely for American and 
especially North Carolinian consump- 
tion. It points out that the President 
on Noy. 14 said America would inter- 
vene only when one or more of the bel- 
ligerents requésted. intervention. The 
Entente Allies have not made such a 
request, the paper continues, and Dr. 
von» Bethmann Hollweg, the German 
Impériait Chancellor, has said specifical- 
dy th&t he would consider offers from 
the enemy, but has not said that he 
desires the intervention of neutral na- 
tions. 

‘* A peace initiator is ready,” thes paper 
concludes, “‘but none of the warring 
powers has knocked at his door.” 

The Neue Freie Presse points out that 
under international law a great differ- 
ence exists between mediation and an 
offer -of good services, the latter of 
which, this newspaper says, Président 
Wilson appears to desire to do.

| Food Dictator Meets Stich. Opposition;

LONDON, Saturday, May 27.—Refer- 
ring to ‘Food Dictator von Batocki’s 
statement in the Reichstag, as reported 
by Reuter’s Amsterdam correspondent 
that “‘great difficulties‘ are arising out 
of the relations of the Federal ‘States,” 
and that “from Wirttemberg ‘menacing 
letters reached me protesting against 
the sucking dry of- Wiirttemberg hy 
Prussia,”” The Chronicle says: 

‘This plaint from Wiirttemberg only 
expressed in drastic fashion what all 
other German States feel with regard to 
Prussia. In the Bavarian Diet the other 
day the members complained of ‘ Prus- 
sian food egotism’ and of the attempts 
which the Berlin Government is making 
to-induce the Bavarian food powers to 
send their stuff to Berlin. 

“In Saxony the same feeling prevails, 
and it is dlear that.von Batocki’s main 
difficulty will be to persuade the Ba- 
variun, the Hessian, the Badenser, and 
others that their main duty now is to 
feed. Prussia. In Eisenach the Town

TRY TO SAVE WAITE 
AS A ‘MORAL IDIOT” 


Defense Takes Prosecution’s 
Usual Role in Effort to Further 
Blacken Peck Murderer. 


SEEK NEW SINS TO CONFESS 


Defendant Admits He Thought of 
Killing Wife, but Reached No De- 
cision—Planned to Wed a Beauty 


Dr. Arthur Warren Waite and wit- 
nessés called in an effort to send ‘him 
to an insane asylum rather than to the 
electric chair for thé murder of his 
wealthy father-in-law, John E. Peck, 
sought yesterday to add new horror to 
the record of the young dentist's crimes 
already presented to the jury and Jus- 
tice Shearn. 

Waite testified that he was not quite 
sure what he should have done, but 
that he might have killed his wife, if 
he had been free; after she had in- 
herjted the half million dollars for 
which he had murdered her father and 
mothér with disease germs and poison. 
Altenists fot the deféhse testified that 
Waite had told them that he had 
planned to’ marry some beautiful young 
woman after he, had come into pos- 
session of his father-in-law’s money. 
Walter Rogers Deuel, who is defending 
Waite, laid stréss in a hypothetical 
question to alienists. on the fact that 
Waite had asked young men with whom 
he played tennis to estimate the pro- 
spective wealth of handsome young 
women whom-he saw at the Colunibia 
tennis courts and at the Seventy-first 
and Sixty-eighth Regiment Armories, 
where he frequently played. 

Dr. Allan Ross Diefendorf and Dr. 
Morris J, Karpas, alienists for the de- 
fense, who found Waite suffering from 
“moral idiocy,’’ said the defendant in 
conversations with them had accused 
himself of almost .every crime and 
nearly every moral infirmity except 
extravagance with money. 


Prosecution and Defense Reversed. 


At. yesterday’s session of the court 
the’ prosecution and defense reversed 
their usual functions. While the de- 
fense labored at the difficult task of 
putting additional stains on Waite’s 
moral character and making them vivid 
enough. to stand out against the black 
background which had already been 
painted, the State sought to discredit 


icertain details of the more intricate 


plots of murder to which the defendant 
had confessed. 

The defense did not_succeed in mak- 
ing Waite much blacker, and the prose- 
cution was not very successful in trim- 
ming any of the fantastic details from 
Waite’s crimes. The jury was surfeited 
with the defendant’s own story and the 


new chapters produced an anti-climax. 
The prosecution, except for being able 
to cast some doubt on the story that 
Waite had tried to give his father-in- 
law pneumonia by putting water in his 
heey og dampening his sheets and oer 
the window of his bedroom and by 
talane him riding after wetting the 
pean a of the automobile, stood about 
where it did the niget before. 

“ Moral idiocy ”’ ‘*moral imbecil- 
ity’ was explained “hy alienists for the 
defense to be an utter lack of emotion 
or moral feeling, and. the. more crime 
and vice the defense could fix on the 
defendant the better were their chances 
for proving that he suffered from that 
infirmity. .In consequence no _ pains 
were spared to prove the depth anda 
variety of his guilt.

POLICE TELL HOW 
WIRES ARE TAPPED 


Men Who Spied On Those Named 
in Charities Inquiry Say Sys- 
tem Is Widespread. 


DR. POTTER ATTACKS MAYOR 


Calls Him Traducer of the Dead— 
Mitchel Produces Fosdick’s 
Report on Witness’s Record. 


The Thompson Legislative Committee 
late yesterday wound up its investiga- 
tion of the tapping of: private telephone 
wires by the police after hearing the 
testimony of two of the Detective Ser- 
geants who did the spying on the con- 
versations of the Catholic priests whom 
Mayor Mitchel accused of conspiring to 
wreck his administration and defeat ‘the 
ends of justice.

Both men denied much 
of the conversations the policémen said 
they: had overheard. on the tapped tele- 
phone wires. Dr. Potter enlivened the 
proceedings by attacking Mayor: Mitchel 
and’ Charities Commissionér John A. 
Kingsbury. 

The examination of the policemen 
brought out the fact that it-is not un- 
Usual for them to listen in.on the tapped 
wires of lawyers and physicians in the 
search for crime or suspected criminals, 
In such cases, the witnesses testified, 
however, that the confidential relation 
between lawyer or physician and client 
was not abused,, as only enough con- 
versation was listened to to locate a 
suspect that was wanted. The police- 
men also admitted that in some cases 
the trunk lines of hotels were tapped 
and the conversations of all hotel guests 
listened to. 

Hotel Wires Tapped. 


This, it developed, was true in the 
case of the Hotel Irving, where Robert 
W. Hebierd, former secretary of the 
State Charitiés Department, was living 
at the time the priests’ telephone wires 
were tapped. This made the fourth wire 
that‘ was tapped in connection with the 
charities investigation, although Mayor 
Mitchel testified that only three wires 
were tapped—those of Dr. Potter, his 
son, Dean Potter, and Father Farrell. 
The wire tappers did not get any of 
Mr. Hebberd’s conversations.

(via Radio to Columbus, N. M., May 
26.)—Candelario Cervantes, the ,chief 
Villista in Northern -Chihuahua, was 
killed today six miles south of Cruces, 
near the American line of communica- 
tion, in a running fight with a mixed 
eémmand of a party of ten infantrymen 
and engineers. . The fight lasted forty- 
five minutes. 

With. a band estimated at twenty 
mén, Cervantes, long sought by Gen- 
eral Pershing’s troops, had determined 
to. attack a detachment of engineers 
mapping a pass below Cruces. The en- 
gineers, dropping their tools, returned 
the fire, and were reinforced by a de- 
tachment of the Seventeenth Infantry. 
This odd assortment ox troops drove the 
Viliistas to ,the mountains, wounding 
several and killing two, one of whom 
a hasty examination indicated was Cer- 
vantes. The bodies were removed to the 
town of Cruces, where they were in- 
spected by a committee of Mexicans, 
including the Presidente, who declared 
unanimously the man was Cervantes. 

Private George O. Hulitt is credited 
with killing both, Mexicans. The second 
Mexican killed was Jose Bencorne a 
well-known Villista. 

The American force lost one killed and 
two wounded, all men of the Seven- 
teenth Infantry. Our troops are press- 
ing pursuit of the remainder of the ban- 
dits tonight.

AMERICANS BRING DOWN 
THREE GERMAN PLANES 


Thaw, Rockwell and Cowdin Ac- 
count for One Each—Thaw 
Slightly Wounded.

The Aviatik fled to the protection of 
its own guns, but Thaw’ opened fire 
on the Fokker at forty feet, the enemy 
falling headlong before twenty shots 
Were fired. That was only the begin- 
ning and the real battie came later 
when the Aviatiks were downed. 
Eight or nine Americans in the squad- 
Tron accompanied the French fleet to 
ee the German ooservers from the 
battlefield. The American section was

[Delivered in Duplicate to the Britieh and French mbassadore to the United: States.] 





Ezcellency : b.iypite 

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your Hix- 
cellency’s note of April 3 last, transmitting a meémoran- 
dum dated Feb. 15, 1916, and:communicated in substance 
to the American Ambassador in London on Feb. 28, in 
which are stated the ¢oritentions of the British’ and 
French Governments in regard to the right to detain and 
examine parcel and letter, Thails en route by sea between 
the United States.and Burope, — *s 

After @ discussion of the’ use of the mails for the 
transmission of parcels &nd of the limitations to ‘be 
placed on “inviolable mail,’’ the joint memorandum of 
Feb..15 closes with the following assertions: 

“1. That from the standpoint of their right of visita- 


tion and eventual arreat and seizure, merchandise shipped - 
in post parcels. neéd not.and shall not be treated other-. 


wise than merchandise shipped in any other manner. 


“2. That the inviolability of. postal correspondence 
stipulated by :the eleventh convention of The Hague of 
1907 does not in any way affect the right of the Allied 
Governments to visit:and@, if, occasion arise, arrest and 
seize merchandise hidden in: the wrappers, envelopes, or 
letters. contained in the 'rhall bags. 

“3. That true to their engagements and respectful of 
genuine. ‘correspondence’ the Allied Governments will 
continue, for the present, to refrain on the high seas 
from seizing and confiscating such correspondence, let- 
ters, or dispatches, and will insure their speediest pos- 
sible transmission .as soon: as the sincerity of their char- 
acter shall have been ascertained.” 

In reply the Government, of the United States desires 
to state that it does not consider that the Postal Union 
Convention of 1906 necessarily applies to. the interfer- 
ences by the British and French Governments with the 
oversea transportation of mails of which the Government 
of the United States complains. Furthermore, the 
Allied Powers appear to have overlooked. the admission 
of the Government of the United States that post parcels 
may be treated as merchandise subject to the exercise 
of belligerent rights as recognized by international law. 
But the Government of the United States does not admit 
that such parcels are subject to the “exercise of the 
rights of police supervision, visitation, and eventual 
seizure which belongs to belligerents as to all cargoes on 
the high seas,” as asserted in the joint note under 
acknowledgment, 

It is noted with satisfaction that the British and 
French Governments do not claim, and, in the opinion 
of this Gévernment, properly do not claim, that their so- 
called ‘‘ blockade "’ measures are sufficient grounds upon 
which to base a right to interfere with all classes of 
mail matter in transit to or from the Central Powers. 
On the contrary, their contention appears to be that, as 
‘‘ genuine correspondence "’ is under conventional stipu- 
lation ‘‘ inviolable,’’ mail matter of other classes is sub- 
ject to detention and examination. While the Govern- 
iment of the United States agrees that ‘‘ genuine corre- 
spondence” mail is inviolable, it does not admit that 
belligerents may search other private sea-borne mails 
for any other purpose than to discover whether they 
contain articles of enemy ownership -carried on bel- 
ligerent vessels or articles of contraband transmitted un- 
der sealed covers as letter mail, though they may in- 
tercept at sea all mails coming out of and.going into 
ports of the enemiy’s coasts which are efféctively block~ 
aded. The Governments of the United States, Great 
Britain, and France, 2 tate appear to be in substantial 
agreement as.to principle. The method of applying the 
principle is the chief cause of difference. 


Though giving assurances that they consider ‘ gen- 
uine correspondence "’ to be “ inviolable,” and that they 
will, ‘‘true to their engagements,”’ refrain ‘‘on the 
high seas’’ from seizing and confiscating such cor- 
respondence, the Alliea Governments proceed to deprive 
neutral Governments of the benefits of these assurances 
by seizing and confiscating mail from vessels in port in- 
stead of at sea. They compel neutral ships without 
just cause to enter their own ports, or they induce 
shipping Iiries, through’’some' form of’ duress, to send 
their mail ships via British ports, or they detain all 
vessels. merely calling at British ports, thus acquiring 
by force or ‘unjustifiable means an illegal: jurisdiction. 
Acting upon this enforced jurisdiction, the authorities 
remove all mail, genuine correspondence as well as 
post parcels, take them to London, where every piece, 
even though of neutral origin and destination, is opened 
and critically examined to determine the “ sincerity of 
their character,’’ in accordance with the interpretation 
given that undefined phrase by the British and French 
censors. Finally the expurgated remainder is for- 
warded, frequently after irreparable delay, to its des- 
tination. Ships are detained en route. to or from the 
United States or to and from other neutral countries, 
and mails are held and delayed for several days, and, in 
some cases, ‘for weeks and evén months, even though 
not routed to ports of North Europe via British ports. 
This has been the procedure which has been practiced 
since the announcement of Feb. 15, 1916. To some ex- 
tent the same practice was followed before that date, 
calling forth the protest of this Government on Jan, 4, 
1916. But to that protest the memorandum under ac- 
knowledgment makes no reference and is entirely unre- 
sponsive. - 

The Government of the United States must again 
insist with emphasis that the British and French Gov- 
ernments do not obtain rightful jurisdiction of ships 
by forcing or inducing them to visit their ports for the 
purpose of seizing their mails, or thereby obtain greater 
belligerent rights as to such ship than they could exer- 
cise on the high seas, for there is, in the opinion of the 
Government of the United: States, no legal distinction 
between the seizure of mails at sea, which is announced 
as abandoned, and their seizure from vessels. voluntarily 
or involuntarily in port. 

The British and French practice amounts to an un- 
warranted limitation on the use by neutrals of the 
world’s highway for the transmission of correspondence. 
The practice. actually followed by the Allied Powers 
must be said to justify the conclusion, therefore, that 
the announcement of Feb. 15 was merely notice that one 
illegal practice had been abandoned to make place for 
the development of another more onerous and vexatious 
in character.., 

The present practice is a violation not only of the 
spirit of the announcement of Feb, 15 but of the rule 
of The Hague Convention upon which it is concededly 
based. Aside from this it is a violation of the prior 
practice of nations which Great Britain and her: allies 
have in the past insisted to establish and maintain, not- 
withstanding the statement in the Memorandum ‘ that 
as late as 1907 the letters and dispatches themselves 
could be seized and confiscated,”’ ; 

During: the war between the United States and Mexico 
the United States forces allowed British steamers to 
enter and depart from the port of Vera Cruz without 
molesting the mails intended for inland points. During 
the American civil war Lord Russell endeavored to 
induce the United States to concede that “‘ her Majesty’s 
mails on board a private vessel should be exempted from 
visitation or detention.” This exemption of mails was 
urged in October, 1862; in the case of British malls on 
board the Adela. On Oct. 81 Secretary, Seward an- 
nounced that ‘‘ public mails of any friendly or neutral 
power duly certified or authenticated as. such shall 
not be searched or opened, but be put as speedily as may 
be convenient on the way to their designated destina- 
tion.” In accordance with this announcement the Gov- 
ernment of the United States in the case of the British 
steamship Peterhoff, which had been’ selzed with her 
mails against the protest.of her Majesty’s Government, 
had her mails forwarded to destination unopened.

‘mails. “In this case the letter mails of the Floride, 


amounting to 144 sacks, were forwarded to their destina- 
tion by the commander at the first opportunity upon 
arriving in the United States. 
fore, to be conclusively established that the interfer- 
ences. with mails of which this Government justly com- 
plains are wrong in principle and in practice. 

The arbitrary methods employed by the British and 


French Governments have resulted most disastrously to 


citizens of the United States. Important papers which 
can never be duplicated, or can be duplicated only with 
great difficulty, such as United States patents for in- 


ventions, rare documents, legal papers relating to the. 


settlement of estates, powers of. attorney, fire insur- 
ance claims, income tax returns, and similar mat- 
ters, have been lost. 

Delays in receiving shipping documents have caused 
great loss and inconvenience by preventing prompt de- 
livery of goods. : 

In the case of the Macniff Horticultural Company of 
New York large shipments of plants and bulbs from 
Holland were, I am informed, frozen on the wharves 
because possession could not be obtained in’ the ab- 
sence of documents relating to them which had been 
removed from the Nieuw Amsterdam, Costerdyk, and 
Rotterdam, , 

Business opportunities are lost by failure to transmit 
promptly bids, specifications, and contracts. 

The Standard. Underground Cable Company of Pitts- 
burgh, for example, sent by mail a tender and specifi- 
cations for certain proposed electrical works to be con- 
structed in Christiania; after..several weeks of waiting 
the papers have failed to arrive. The American com- 
pany- was told that the bids could not be longer held 
open and the contract was awarded to a British com- 
petitor. yd 

Checks, drafts, money orders, securities, and similar 
property are lost or detained for weeks and months. 

Business correspondence relating to legitimate and 
bona fide trade between neutral countries, correspond- 
ence of a personal nature, and also certain official cor- 
respondence, such as money order lists and other mat- 
ter forwarded by Government departments, are de- 
tained, lost, or possibly destroyed. For instance, the 
Postmaster General informs me that certain interna- 
tional money order lists from the United States to 
Germany, Greece, and other countries, and from Ger- 
many to the United States, sent through the mails, have 
not reached their destination, though dispatched several 
months ago. It was necessary to have some of. these 
lists duplicated and again dispatched by the steamship 
Frederick VIII.,. which sailed from New York on April 
19, and from which all the mails intended for Germany 
have been taken and held in British jurisdictioh, 

As a further example of the delay and loss conse- 
quent upon the British practice, the Postmaster General 
also sends me a copy of a letter from the British 
Postal Administration admitting that the mails were 
removed from the steamer Medan in the Downs on 
Jan. 30 last and not forwarded until some time “ be- 
tween the 24 of February and the 2d of March,” and 
that 182 bags of these mails ‘‘ were lost during trans- 
mission to Holland-on, the 26th day of February by the 
Dutch steamship Mecklenburg.”” The Medan arrived 


safely at Rotterdam a day or two after she left the 
Downs. 


* Numérous’ complaints. similar te the foregoing have . 


been. received by this Government, the details of which 
are available, but I believe I have cited sufficient 
facts to show the unprecedented and vexatious nature 
of the interference with mails persisted in by British 
and French authorities. 

Not only are American commercial interests injured 
but rights of property are violated, and the rules of 
international law and custom are palpably disregarded. 
I can only add that this continuing offense has led to 
such losses to American citizens and to a Possible re- 
sponsibility of the United States to repair them that 
this Government will. be compelled in the near future to 
press claims for full reclamation upon the attention of 
his Majesty's Government and that of the French Re- 
public, 

The principle being plain and definite, and the pres- 
ent practice of the Governments of Great Britain and 
France being clearly in contravention of the principle, I 
will state more in detail the position of the Government 
of the United States in regard to the treatment of 
certain classes of sealed mails under a strict application 
of the principle upon which our Governments seem to be 
in general accord. 

The Government of the United States is inclined to the 
opinion that the class of mail matter which includes 
stocks, bonds, coupons, and similar securities is to be 
regarded as-of the same nature as merchandise or other 
articles of property and subject to the same exercise of 
belligerent rights. Money orders, checks, drafts, notes 
and other negotiable instruments which may pass as 
the equivalent of money are, it is considered, also to be 
classed as merchandise. Correspondence, including ship- 
ping documents, money order lists, and papers of that 
character, even though relating to ‘ enemy supplies or 
exports,’’ unless carried on the same ship as the property 


referred to, are, in the opinion of this Government, to be - 


regarded as ‘‘ genuine correspondence,” and entitled to 
unmolested passage. 

The Government of the United States, in view of the 
improper methods employed by the British and French 
authorities in interrupting mails passing between the 
United States and other neutral countries and between 
the United States and the enemies of Great Britain, can 
no longer tolerate the wrongs which citizens of the 
United States have suffered and continue to. suffer 
through these methods. To submit to a lawless prac- 
tice of this character would open the door to Repeated 


violations of international law by the belligerent powers j 


on the ground of military necessity of which the violator 
would be the sole judge. Manifestly a neutral nation 
cannot permit its rights on the high seas to be de- 
termined by belligerents or the exercise of those rights 
to, be permitted or denied arbitrarily by the Government 
of a warring nation. The rights of neutrals are as 
sacred as the rights of belligerents and must be as 
strictly observed, 

The Government of the United States, confident in 
the regard for international law and the rights of neu- 
trals which the British and French Governments have 
so often proclaimed and the disregard of which they have 
urged so vigorously against their enemies in the present 
war, expects the present. practice of the British and 
French authorities in. the treatment of mails from or to 
the United. States to cease, and belligerent rights, as ex. 
ercised, to conform to the principle governing the pas- 
sage of mail matter and to the recognized practice of 
nations. Only a radical change in the present British 
and French policy, restoring to the United States its ful) 
rights as @ neutral power, will satisfy this Government.

GERMANS USING 800,000 MEN. 


Swiss Colonel Figures 5 Divisions 
Were Added for New Attack, - 


Special Cable to THE NEw YORE TIMES. 

LONDON, Saturday, May. 27.—A dis- 
patch to the Daily Chronicle says: 5 

“Colonel Feyler, a Swiss military 
critic, writes in the Journal de-Geneve 
on the effects of the pattle upon the 
German’ army and people. Both the 
losses and the impression created by 
them, he says, are much more serious 
in Germany than in France. A. fort- 
night ago the Germans estimated them 
at 800,000, or much more than double 
the French losses, according to the 
Colonel. The French losses are not to 
be measured exactly by the population 
of France, as there is a considerable 
contingent of Colonial troops. 

“The 300,000 Germans who have fallen 
before Verdun,"’ he goes on, ‘ have 
each of them caused in Sertaany a share 
of suffering. If the French fallen have 
been, let us say, 120,000, including 20,000 
African troops, there has been in 
France one-third of the suffering that 
there has been in Germany. 

“Furthermore, the Germans have to 
reflect that, while they are agsailants, 
they have lost. 100, men a month 
without a decisive result. The French, 
on the other hand, losing fewer, have 
a feeling of success. : 

“The Germans are known to have 
brought up five divisions for this week's 
effort. ith at least thirteen army 
corps already engaged in this battle we 
have a total of fifteen or sixteen corps, 


or a force of éffectives of at least 800,- 
men.

LONDON, -May 26.—The urgent: need

Rr. Potter here interrupted to say that 
three of the policemen who tapped his 
wire had called on him to say they had 
no ill-feelings against him. He said he 
knew they simply wanted to hear his 
voice so as to be able to testify.as to 
the exactness of the telephone talk they 
had heard. Father Farrell jumped up 
and said the same thing had occurred 
with him. Several detectives sur- 
rounded him as he vame out of the jury 
room last Friday and engaged. him in 
conversation so as to be able to identify 
his voice as the one they had heard over 
the telephone wire. 

“This clumsy effort,’’ he said, ‘‘ only 
illustrates the clumsy manner and meth- 
ods of the police, because they could 
easily have called up my house on the 
telephone and asked for me, and could 
have obtained the sound of my voice 
over the 'phone with exactness.

R. K. Weller, a newspaperman, went 
on the stand and testified that he had 
interviewed Father Farrell and Mgr.

Squad Organized by. Waldo. 


At the afternoon session George 
Yunge, a detective sergeant in charge 
of ‘the wiretapping squad, was. the 
first witness. He said the squad was 
organized by former Commissioner 
Waldo and that he had been in charge 
of it for two years. Corporation Counsel 
Hardy objected to his testifying Wwith- 
out his having the original copy of the 
conversations he had testified about 
before the Kings County Grand Jury. 
He was allowed to tell, however, of 
the tapping operations. He said the 
police had means of listening in on any 
wire on the entire. system of the New 
York Telephone Company. 

The witness said he always took or- 
ders from his immediate superiors and 
reported to them, ‘besides making a 
regular report to. Commissioner Woods. 
This report sets forth the time the wires 
were tapped and what was overheard. 
The headquarters of.the squad is some 
distance from Police Headquarters, he 
said, and in reply to another question 
he said Commissioner Woods had ‘never 
seen the place. He said he had four 
men under him, and that he had never 
listened in on any of the telephonic 
conversations under investigation. 

Yunge said the’ Police Commissioner 
had to rely on the reports made to him 
for the beseyig Sys of the conversations 
taken down. Each report, he said, shows 
the names of the men at work during 
@ certain period of time, but not the 
name of the man who reports a partic- 
ular conversation. ‘These conversations 
are recorded in a book. e witness 
denied that. he had refused to produce 
this book before the Strong Committee, 
but admitted declining to turn over a 
small memorandum.book containing per- 
sonal data. He said the squad never 


listens on a wire unless it has .been 
ordered’ to do so. ; 

**Do you listen continuously?” asked 

Mr. Moss. ‘ 28x. 
“Yes, when we are there, during the 
business hours of a person whose wire 
had been tapped,’’. was the- reply. 
“Do you hear every message that 
goes over the wire?’’ : 
“We try to.” 
Mr: Moss wanted to know how many 
of the 350 cases of tapped wires during 
the last eighteen months were poolrogom 
cases. The witness said he ‘could not 
tell, but did not think there were more 
than a dozen. There were several sus- 
pected disorderly houses and gambling 
places on the list also, he said. 

‘*‘*How do you take these conversa- 
tions?’ asked Mr. Moss. . : 

“We sit around an ordinary. table,” 
the witness explained, ‘‘ and each man 
has a slate and pencii. As soon as the 
wire is tapped we begin to listen in on 
the conversations. Je do not write 
every word down, but. only a few words 
and later fill out the sentence. If it is 
a long conversation a man. borrows his 
neighbor's slate.. We use the slate be- 
cause it is the faster method. A pencil 
or pen will sometimes catch in the 
paper and words will be lost. 


Recerd It on Slates.

CASH AVAILABLE’ AT ONCE 


Plan Is to Send Supplies by Way 
of Germany, with Consent 
of Belligerent Natioris. 


LARGEST GIFT OF THE KIND 


Hoover of Commission for Relief in 
Belgium to be in Charge of 
the Food Distribution. 


The Rockefeller Foundation announced 
last night the appropriation of $1,000,000 
to be applied to the relief of the war 
sufferers in Serbia, Poland, Montenegro, 
and Albania. This is the largest single 
donation yet made in this country tor 
relief work in Europe since the outbreak 
of the European war. Under a proposed 
agreement drawn up with the proper au- 
thorities in Germany and the other bel- 
ligerent countries, whereby a neutral 
commission, with H. C.. Hoover of’ the 
Commission for Relief in Belgium as its 
directing head, will be empowered to un- 
dertake the relief of sufferers in the 
countries named. The $1,000,000 appro- 
priation, it was announced, would be 
immediately available. 

The announcement of the Rockefeller 
Foundation read as follows: 

‘“The Rockefeller Foundation has ‘ap- 
Brome tee $1,000,000 for relief in Poland, 

erbia, Montenegro, and Albania. This 
sum is to be expended at the discretion 
of the Executiye Committee whenever 
satisfactory arrangements for the im- 
—, of relief oe A can be ef- 
ected. The appropriation was made 

in the hope that arrangements for its 
effective expenditure in the countries 
mentioned might soon be consummated, 
although assurances of the successful 
outcome of negotiations to this end 
have not-yet been received. 
“A year ago the War Relief Commis- 
sion of the Rockefeller Foundation drew 
 } a tentative plan for the organization 
of a neutral commission for relief in 
Poland, under which certain guarantees 
were provided by the German and Aus- 
trian Governments for the inviolability 
of any food supplies imported into Po- 
land through Germany or Austria and 
destined for the relief of the civil popu- 
lation. The Rockefeller Foundation 
guaranteed the administrative expenses 
of the neutral commission to the amount 
of $120,000. This plan failed, owing to 
the impracticability of importing food 
from abroad. 

‘*A few months ago the German Gov- 
ernment invited one of the members of 
the War Relief Commission of the Rock- 
efeller Foundation, Frederic C. Wal- 
cott, to visit Poland with, a’ representa- 
tive of the Commission for Relief in Bel- 
gium, in order that fresh and accurate 
information might be secured as to con- 
ditions of destitution and that new 
measures of relief might be devised. 
The result of this visit was that a plan 
was again drawn up containing certain 
arrangements and guarantees whereby 
food might be imported into Germany 
from abroad, transported to Poland, and 
distributed among the civil population 
under. the protection, supervision, and 
active management~of a neutral’ com- 
mission directed by Herbert C. Hoover. 


Terms of the Plan. 
“The terms of this plan may be sum- 


marized as follows: 


1. A neutral commission to be organized 
under the direction of Herbert C. Hoover, 
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the head of the Commission for Relief in 
Belgium, and to carry on its operations 
according to the methods now obtaining 
in Belgium and Northern France. 

2. Germany to contribute 15,000,000 marks 
a month for the purchase and importation 
of food supplies. 

8. Suitable guarantees to be furnished 
regarding the inviolability of food supplies 
while in transit through Germany into 
Poland, where the distribution is to be 
made through the Polish local committees 
under the supervision of the American 
representatives. 

4. Importations of food by the neutral 
commission to be confirmed to the popula- 

of Warsaw, Lodz, Schenzochow, 

Kovno, Biala, and Ettap, (from 
3,500,000 to 4,000,000 persons in and about 
these cities.) Germany to provide a partial 
ration for these populations, as well as 
to supply the needs of all other parts of 
the occupied territory. 

5. Railroad transportation from Danzig, 
the port of importation, to the German 
Polish frontier at half rate, and thence 
without charge to the points of destination 
in Poland. , 

6. Ocean transportation of supplies to be 
provided by German ships flying a neutra} 
an and manned and controlled by neu- 
trals. 


“ With this tentative agreement in his 
ssession Mr. alcott proceeded to 
ndon and made every effort, through 

the good offices of Ambassador Page 
and in coroperation with Mr. Hoover, 
to commend the plan to the favorable 
consideration of the British Government 
and its allies. As a result of these ef- 
forts, the British Government delivered 
to the American Ambassador on May 11 
@ memorandum setting forth the terms 
and conditions upon which the blockade 
of German ports would be ‘relaxed to 
the extent of permitting imports of re- 
Hef supplies through a German port. 

“This memorandum stated at the 
consent of the British Government to

“The appropriation $1,000,000 by 
the Rockefeller Foundation is made at 

time, in order that prompt ad- 
vantage may be taken of a favorable 
termination of the negotiations, so that 
the stream of food may begin to pour 
into Poland with ‘the least possible de- 
lay.’ At the same time, under the terms 
proposed, the effective relief of Serbia 
and Montenegro and Albania would be- 
come: possible, a ‘ 

“The needs of a large part of the in- 
habitants of Poland are now being met 
by local supplies of potatoes and by the 
importation of limited ‘quantities of 
other provisions from Germany, but-it is 
estimated that about three and a half 
million people in the eastern portion of 
Russian Poland and that part of west- 
ern Russia now occupied by the German 
armies have no such resources to depend 
upon, and are in a state of actual 
starvation. The mortality has already 
assumed fearful proportions, ery 
among the youngest and oldest elements 
of the population. To the ravages of 
hunger are added those of diseases, 
which. inevitably accompany. the ex- 
tremes of. sical exhaustion. The 
bones of hundreds of thousands of men, 
women, and children, made homeless by 
the destruction incident to the retreat of

Imported Food Only Hope. 
“While the money that has hitherto 
been raised for Poland has afforded re- 
lief to many refugees who escaped from 
the occupied region, the area to be re- 
lieved under the proposed plan has: been 


practically inaccessible, and apparently 
the only hope of the millions. in that 
area now lies in the importation of food 
from abroad. 
“* It-is understood that in addition to 
the million dollars just appropriated by 
the efeller Foundation, a large 
amount of money raised by Polish re- 
lief agencies in different countries is held 
ready to be lied to the importatiqn 
of relief supplies under the proposed 
agreement, re ig much reason to 
hope that if the news should be received 
that the belligerent Governments had 
come to an agreement permitting the 
importation of food, the response from 
the whole world, stimulated by graphic 
ana reliable accounts of the tragedy 
shat has overwhelmed Poland and her 
people during the last two years, would 
equal or surpass anything that has yet 
been done since the war began for the 
relief of suffering noncombatants. 
Prompt notice will be given to the 

public upon the rooetet of any informa- 
tion indicating the kinds of relief sup- 
a that will be accepted for the re- 
lef of Poland and any new channels 
through which aid may be given.” 

The American Armenian and Syrian 
Relief Committee in a report en out 
esterday tells of a gift of $25, made 
y the Rockefeller Foundation to the 
committee for relief work in Armenia 
and Syria. The Foundation has also 
contributed in the past hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to relief activities 
in Belgium, northern France, the Near 
East and other parts of the war zone.

impossible for me to take any personal 
active part either for or against any par- 
ticular candidate.

BOYS FITTED TO THEIR JOBS 


“ Hungry Hollow” Changed . to 
“Lincoln Place’ to Sulit the As- 
pirations of its Residents. 


When Clarence H: Howard, President 
of the Commonwealth Steel Company of 
St. Louis, conceived the idea of in- 
augurating welfare work among the em- 
ployes at the steel plant ten years ago 
he laid the foundation, for what has 
since grown to be one of the most suc- 
cessful co-operative schemes in :this 
country. The Good Fellowship Club of 
the Commonwealth Steel Company, with 
its more than 1,000 earnest members, its 
splendid new clubhouse, and its in- 
domitable spirit of ‘‘ get together,’’ has 
shown that employer and employe need 
only to be fully informed of each other's 
problems to insure avoidance of dis- 
putes. 

When the present management came 
into control of the steel company about 
the first thing President Howard did 
was to inquire about the young men in 
the plant. He wished to know whether 
they liked the work and whether’ they 
were in the right places in the shops to 
work out their ambitions. The young 
men were at first a bit bashful in the 
presence of ‘‘ the big boss,’’ but as soon 
as they found that he was talking with 
them and not at them the young fel- 
lows became quite confidential. As a 
result of his information Mr. Howard 
formed the Good Fellowship Club, and 
at once started a night school to com- 
plete the education of employes who had 
been forced to go to work young. 

Volunteer instructors from the draft- 
ing rooms gave lessons in drawing and 
mathematics, Later the attendance grew 
and the company hired experts to teach. 
It was found, however, that the young 
men, after a hard day’s work, were 
fatigued and could not get the full bene- 
fit of the courses. Finally a day school 
was established. and every young man 
in the plant not yet twenty-two years 
old was put into the school one morning 
or one afternoon each week, during 
which time he was paid as though he 


were working for the company and not 
for himself. There are now about 
men getting advantage of the school and 
the results are said to have been be- 
yond expectations. 

There is a bit of real Americanism in 
the fact that the only requirement to 
enroll for the courses is the ability to 
read and write the English language. 
In addition to the technical branch of 
the school a complete course in com- 
merce ig given for the clerical force. 
Employes are graduated after a course 
of four years. 

About 85 per cent. of the Common- 
wealth employes are foreigners and the 
problem of how to get into intimate 
touch with them was difficult, as the 
men were suspicious of the company’s 
intentions. In an attempt to solve the 
question na Haas, an expert 
in welfare work, was employed. Miss 
Haas went to with a y in 
the foreign settlement known as “Hun, 
Hollow,” a corruption of Hungary Hol- 
low. She organized educational meetings 
and taught the people that the true 
American spirit was co-operation a 
not antagonism. aA short time ago a 
committee of foreigners went to officials 
of the steel compan and said that 
‘‘Hungry Hollow” didn’t seem to fit 
their neighborhood any longer; they 
thought that “‘ Lincoln Placé’ wag more 
in keeping with their new ideals. Late- 
ly a school for foreigners has been es- 
tablished with all academic subjects in 
the course. Special stress, however, is 
laid upon instruction in methods for 
safety while at work. 

One thing that has pleased the men is 
the method of employ and discharge 
in operation at the plant. hen a man 
makes application for employment he 
is rigidly examined as to his ability. 

his is done to protect the men alrea¢ 
at work and to. provide that they shall 
not have to bear the burden of working 
with men not as skillful as themselves. 
If the applicant proves his fitness he 
is examined by a ag om tag and if his 
health is good he is hired. This medi- 
cal examination works against the in- 
troduction of diseases to other work- 
men, No man is ever “ fired.” If com- 
plaint is made about him the charges 
are laid before a committee and the 
continued employment or discharge Q 
the man rests solely upon the commit- 
tee’s decision. 

In order to bring to the men realiza- 
tion that their own prosperity depends 
upon the manner of service they give, 
a prize system has been put into effect. 
Under the system the entire adminis- 
trative force of a shap receives. a per- 
centage of their monthly salaries, if the 
shop record in efficiency, safety, and 
prosuction justifies it. This has aroused 
¢ joint interest, and the workers have 
ome to feel that they are, in fact, part-

West Pedestal to’ be Occupied by 
‘Another Statue of Washington 


‘William “Rhinelander Stewart of. 81 
Nassau Street, Chairman of the Wash- 
ington Arch Committee, announced yes- 


Washington, in the uniform of General 
in Chief’ of the Continental Army, would 
be placed on the, easterly pedestal at the 


the pédestal two allegorical figures, 
Fame and Valor, were placed in position 
yesterday. Through an accident a small 
piece was broken off the right-hand top 
corner, which’ will have to be replaced 
after the statue is on the pedestal. ; 

The Washington Arch was constructed 
to commemorate the centennial -of the 
inauguration of Washington as Presi- 


April 80, 1899, and was completed on 
May 4, 1895, when it was turned over to 
Mayor Strong by William R. Stewart, 
then Treasurer of the committee. ‘The 
arch was designed by Stanford White, 
who gave his services without charge. 

Two pedestals on the easterly and 
westerly sides of the base of the arch 
were left vacant, to be filled later with 
groups of-statuary. *The cost of the 
arch ag it now stands was $133,577.75, 
and was subscribed by private citizens. 
Under Mr. Stewart’s Chairmanship the 
committee was reorganized to provide 
for the groups of marble for the vacant 
pedestals. 

The easterly group, which is now to 
adorn the front of the arch, was exe- 
cuted by Herman A. MacNeil, who was 
two years at work on his models, and 
consists of seven pieces of marble. The 
largest, whichis the figure of Washing- 
ton, was cut from a single block, weigh- 
ing thirty-four tons when it was quar- 
ried and delivered to the yards of Picci- 
rilli Brothers, at 1424 Street. The 
carved figure weighs sixteen tons and 
is 12 feet 8 inches high, 

Said Mr. MacNeil, the sculptor, yes- 
terday: 

‘“‘The Washington Arch pedestals are 
about to be occupied by Washington as 
General and Washington as President. 
The former is already carved in marble 
and represents Washington as General 
in Chief of the Continental Army, alert, 


and with hands/ resting on his sword, 
intently wachi the manoeuvres of his 
army.

Resolved, That: the plan of space 
payment for. mail carriage. proposed 
by the Bourne and Moon bills is ex- 
cessively discriminatory: in fayor of 
the United States Government, in that 
it makes for mail-freight carried on 
passenger trains a rate of only about 
one-third to one-half the rate paid 
for high-grade freight carried on 
freight trains," which conditions will. 
promote the diversion to the mafiis of 
large quantities of high-grade mer- 
chandise, on all of which the railways 
will suffer a loss of one-half to two- 
thirds of their present freight rev- 
enues, 


That is the dollars and cents of it, in 
part, but is by no means the whole 
argument. The Government ‘proposes 
this jug-handled arrangement without 
consulting the railways, and proposes 
to enact fine and imprisonment if the 
railways decline it. The Government 
makes itself judge in its own case, in 
avoidanee of the methods which it es- 
tablishes for all others. The Govern- 
ment proposes to buy space in railway 
cars, and then fill it with greater 
weights than could be carried under 
the present arrangement for the same 
money. Thus it proposes to make a 
profit by the loss of the railways. If 
this fails, the threat is that other 
facilities will be: reduced by the in- 
creased ‘sums paid to the railways. 

This puts. the issue before. Congress 
and the people. Which is the better 
lobby? Which is the better case? Do 
the people want service they do not 
pay for, but which is requisitioned by 
forms of law in times of ‘peace? 
Would the people prefer that their 
facilities should be reduced ‘for that 
reason, or that fair payment should 
be made and money endugh appro- 
priated to pay the cost? How much 
of the presumption in the Post Office’s 
favor has been lost by a propaganda 
which wealthy malefactors would not 
be heard to defend?

As statements of fact, 
the reasons given by 
a Negro ba ibaa: Wuuitman for 

authorizing the addition 
Regiment. to the New York Na- 
tional Guard of a negro regiment will 
be generally accepted as sound. The 
black man with the usual qualifications, 
physical and‘ mental, has the same right 
as any other citizen to serve the State 
as a member of its militia, and that he 
considers it a privilege to do so is as 
much of a credit to him as is the glad 
performance of an obvious public duty 
by anybody else. And about the negro's 
courage, and his ‘military efficiency, 
when adequately trained and competent- 
ly led, there can be no question, . as 
both qualities have been often demon- 
strated. 

The Governor went a little far, per- 
haps—further, indeed, than he could 
have safely gone if he had been describ- 
ing white troops—when he said that 
‘*history shows that our negro soldiers 
have always rendered distinguished 
service to the country.’’ Even that; how- 
ever, is sufficiéntly near the truth to 
pass for it.’ But after all this has been 
admitted, there are other statements of 
fact that weigh against—which is not to 
say outweigh—those mare by the Goy- 
ernor. 

In the first place, it is something dis- 
tinctly and essentially wrong, as regards 
service in the National Guard, to divide 
into separate groups, ‘by race, ‘religion, 
or social, standing, American citizens 
who, for this particular purpose at 
jJeast, are supposed and offictally de- 
clared to be on perfect equality. It is 
just this dividing, in one form or an- 
other, that causes or constitutes the 
Gyard’s most serious failure to be what 
it should. But that objection to a 
negro. regiment must be ignored if there 
is to- be one’ at all, and the question 
whether there should be must be de- 
termined on other grounds. ’

officers as’ well’ as its privates are to 
be negroes—an experiment likely. to ex.

A notable characteristic of Warrs is 
that, in spite of his strength ‘and intel- 
ligence, he has rarely . if ‘ever earned 
honest money by honest work. There 
be those who would ascribe that, 
not to viciousness and laziness, but to 
actual incapacity for that form of exer- 
tion—the same excuse or explanation 
that they make for most tramps and 
many criminals. Their theory can be 
supported with arguments of some plaus- 
ibility, but its acceptance is still so far 
from general. that it has no place in 
the statute books. 

As a matter of fact, of course, in- 
sanity is not a fixed and definite condi- 
tion: It is of many: kinds and almost 
infinitely numerous :gradations, and, 
most confusing thing of all, the same 
man may be a raving Maniac or driveling 
idiot as regards one or more subjects, 
and as sane as anybody else on all 
others.

All the posters entered will be placed 
on exhibit in one of New York's big 
galleries during the week beginning June 
19. On June 17 the decision of ‘the 
jJudgés announcing the winners of the 
$1,000° prize and the $500 prize will be 
made. After exhibits of these posters 
are had during the. three following 
veeks -in Roston, Pittsburgh, and Chi- 
cago, the winner of the third or public 
choice prize will be announced with the 
winners of the. five high-school prizes 
and the art students’ prizes, 

After these awards the posters will be 
framed and assembled for an exhibit 
tour across the continent. This travel- 
ing exhibit will be conducted up to the 
country-wide: celebration during Amer- 
ica’s Electrical Week, Dec: 2 to 9.

Pronunciation of Pacifist. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You say that ‘* pacifist,’ if there must be 
such a word, is presumably to be accented on 
the second syllable because that syllable is,ac- 
cented in its presumabie primitive, ‘‘ pacific.’’ 
According to that we should accent “ his- 
torical,’’ ‘‘ victorious,’’ ‘‘ indicative,”’ 
their first syllables, When a word, however 
badly formed, has a pretense of being of Latin 
or Greek formation and’ no pretense of being 
of any other, and it is too new to have estab- 
lished a customary pronunciation, the only 
thing we can do is to pronounce it by the 
rules for pronouncing such words in English. 
In the case of words ending in “‘ ist,’’ ‘‘ ism,”’ 
of realor pretended Latin or Greek. forma- 
tion, the first part of the rule is that the 
accent must never fall-on the syllable just 
before: “‘ ist ’’ if there is any syllable further 
back. Thus ‘* mechanist,’’ ‘‘ mechanism,”’ are 
not accented by the analogy of. \'mechanical,’’ 
but on the first syllable. It.is only when the 
word does not pretend to be of Latin or Greek 
type, but is made by tacking ‘‘ ist ’’ to a com- 
plete English word\as such that the accent 
may. get next to the “ ist;’’ as in ‘‘ violinist.” 
In ‘ pianist,”” although the. word is frankly 
not Latin, the fact that it Latinizes enough to 
drop the final vowel’of "‘ piano’ is enough to 
divide usage, some speakers and dictionaries 
preferring. to accent the first syllable in ac- 
cordance with the general: analogy of words in

It is evident from the statements which 
he has made that Mr. Ford's advertising on 
the preparedness question is prepared for him 
by others, and Mr.. Wood ‘should seek an 
interview with the leading spirits who write 
“ advertising. 

I should like. to say that there is a large 
number’ of peopte, probably a majority,. who 
are not being seriously influenced by the ex- 
treme preparedness views of Mr. Wood any 
more than they are by the extreme pacifist 
views of Mr. Ford. Most of us" do not be- 
lieve in emotional preparedness. ‘It is all 
very well to advocate an army big enough 
to lick any other ‘two countries combined, 
and a navy of ‘similar proportions, as ad- 
vocated by Mr, Wood, but it is a great deal 
more serious matter to obtain the men, ma- 
terial, and money for such-an army. Both 
pacifist and preparedness advocates talk 
about the. great American flag, and shout 
about the glorious Stars and Stripes, while 
the audience shouts and yells itself hoarse. 

It may be painful to contemplate, but it is 
a fact that there ‘are mighty few of the 
men who marched on May 18 who are will- 
ing. themselves to join the American Army, 
and there are mighty few who would even 
recommend: that their sons join it, ‘Some 
would be willing to have their sons go to a 
college and take up’ military tactics; .some 
are willing to have their sons go to "West 
Point, and there are quite a few who: would 
make some sacrifice to attend the military 
training camps.; But the men who will join 
the United States Army are few and far be- 
tween, 

New York provided one hundred and four- 
teen thousand men in the preparedness 
march, but there have only been about six 
hundred men who joined the army for New 
York . City since the recent increase of 
twenty thousand men. Is it not a fact that 
enlistment of from Your to séven years in thé 
United States Army at obsolete army posts 
is unattractive to our young men? and ig it 
not time.to give that some serious considera- 
tion when at the-present rate of enlistment 
it will take sixteen months to recruit our 
army up to one hundred and sixty thousand; 
as authorized by the new bill?

Dwight: studied “in Berlin and Bonn} re- 
turning early in 1858, to take the chair 
of Assistant Professor of Sacred Liter- 
ature in the Theological School. Three 

ears later, at the age of thirty-three, 

e became full professor’.in that sub- 
ject, and held that position for nearly 
accor -five years,: until he was elected 
President of Yale College in 1886. 

When he took charge of the college 
he saw the urgent néed for new funds, 
new buildings, new instructors, and a 
healthy annual increase in _ students, 
and. then set about with characteristic 
energy to obtain these necessities. 

At the end of: the first six months 
as’ President, Dr. Dwight was one of 
the most popular executives the college 
had ever seen. Then cameé the gift of 
Osborn Hall and the famous “ Yale 
fence ’’ episode, and he <¢ompelled the 
Yale Corporation to say the fence must 
be destroyed. 

Mrs. Osborn gave $200,000 for a me- 
morial to her husband. It was decided 
that the site of the old fence was the 
oe for the building, and when this 

ecame known graduates and undergrad- 
uates of the college drew up a monster 
petition to save e historic landmark. 
But Dr. Dwight at a meeting of the 
corporation delivered his ultimatum in 
@ speech in which he said:

At the Autumn meeting of ‘the Yale 
Corporation in 1898 he resignéd, in ac- 
cordance with his belief that the Presi- 
dent of a university should not serve 
beyond the age of seventy years. 

Dr. Dwight was succeeded in the Pres- 
idency by Dr. Arthur Twining Hadley, 
the present President. 

Dr. Dwight was the author of forty- 
six publications most of them essays 
relating to academic questions, .and 
many of them written while he was as- 
sociate editor of The New Englander, 
during 1866-74.

They concluded that if it had become 
necessary to adopt strenuous measures 
to keep up.the supply of foreign securi- 
ties used to stabilize exchange rates it 
was a fair conclusion that the European 
liquidation is on the wane. 

No one knows how much of Europe's 
enormous accumulation of American 
stocks and bonds has now been sold 
back to investors in this country, but 
the belief is held by leading bankers 
that the amount is even larger than 
might be supposed from the partially 
complete figures collested some months 
ago from corporation records. The Al- 
lies have spent vast sums in the United 
States for the prosecution of the war, 
and they have borrowed but a small 
part of this, the remainder having been 
supplied almost entirely by the pro- 
ceeds of security sales.

Some of the 4% per cent. first mort- 
gage bonds of the New York Connect- 
ing Railroad Company, which were sold 
in previous years, went at 93.

Morgan & Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
was made at 98%. The difference of 
5% points illustrates the advantage to 
the railroads from sales of high-class 
securities in a period of easy money and 
returning confidence in the ability of 
the railroad companies to make both 
ends meet. 


March on the Railreads. 

Some of the older railroad men who 
made up their minds in 1908 that times 
would never be good again are rubbing 
their eyes as they look over current 
earnings statements. The Bureau of 
Railway Economics, whose unpleasant 
duty it has been for the most part to 
show how much better earnings used to 
be than they are now, is reporting re- 
sults that ought to be highly gratifying 
to stockholders. The net operating reve- 
nues of all the carriers of the United 
States increased $118 a mile in March, a 
gain of 48.4 per cent. as compared with 
March, 1915. Or, if a comparison be 
made between March of this year and 
the average March of the preceding five 
years, an improvement of 45.5 per cent. 
is shown. The total operating revenues 
increased $57,720,000, while operating ex- 
penses went up $29,055,000. Aggregate
